FIRED 


Sub-treasury Opponents Quit 
the Alliance. 


Women and Boys Welcomed to the 
Grangers’ Organization, 


Third Party People Satisfied with 
Their Work at Indianapolis. 


They Issue Another “Appeal” and Say 
They Will Put Up a Presiden. 
tial Candidate in the 
Coming Campaign.

INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 20.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Alliance this morn- 
ing gave the final coup tothe anti-sub- 
treasury people by barring Gates of 
Missouri from meetings of the Alliance. 
This was done by a resolution excluding 
‘‘all Alliance men not vouched for 
by the chairman of their respective 
State delegations.”’ Leonard. refused 
to vouch for Gates, and although he 
bore credentials from his State Alliance 
he was forced to retire. 

The anti-sub-treasury people made 
prompt response. by issuing a _ call 
for a convention of anti-sub-treas- 
ury Alliance men’ at Memphis on the 
16th of December, prox. The call 
declares that, as the Supreme Council 
declined to hear the protest against 
the sub-treasury and land-loan schemes, 
and Government control of railroads 
and telegraph lines, it is decided to is- 
sue a call for a national convention of 
all anti-sub-treasury Alliance men in 
the United States to hear and consider 
this protest, and take such final action 
in the premises as may seem proper 
and best for the general welfare. 

_ The morning session of the Alliance 
was chiefly devoted tocornsideration of 
demands and recommendations from 
State alliances. The most important 
action was the adoption of a resolution 
demanding a constitutional amendment 
disfranchising federal office-holders dur- 
ing. their terms of office. 


he Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Associ- | 


ation adjourned today after amending 
the constitution so as to admit women 
and men over 18 years to membership, 
It also resolved not to amalgamate with 
any organization until the February 
meeting, delegates to that meeting be- 
ing instructed to vote for independent 
political action, 

The Alliance also changed its consti- 
tution to aémit women.. 

The anti-sub-treasury people have 
published a lengthy article reiterating 
the charges made against McCune at 
the Ocala meeting and charging him 
with wrecking the Texas Alliance Ex- 
change. The Reform Press Association 
threatens to bolt the Alliance if the 
State Agents’ Association carries out 
its purpose of making all purchases 
through the National Union Company. 

The People’s party men are the best 
satisfied, asserting that they have se- 
cured all they care for. Tonight their 
National Executive Committee issued 
an address to the people of the country, 
which says that the People’s party will 
have a candidate for President in the 
field in 1892; that noinfluence of the 
old political organizations or aggre- 
gated capital can prevent the hearty 
and unanimous coming together of all 
the labor forces of the country, whether 
employed in the workshop, mine or on 
the farm. It continues: 7 

The people have seen with growing alarm 
the continual advance of conditions carry- 
ing usevery day farther away from the prin- 
ciples and traditions of the founders of the 
republic, and nearer the abyss in which we 
can see only acrushing oligarchy or the 
dreadful alternative of revolution and an- 
archy. Itis for the purpose of saving free 
institutions by the peaceful instrumentali- 
ties of education and the ballot that the 
People’s party has been organized. 

The address devotes some space to 
scoring railroad corporations, corrupt 
legislatures, debauched juries and 
judges, and banking associations which 
make or wreck as their interest dictate, 
and says: 

The daily newspaper press has become 
coerced by its business necessities into be- 
coming an instrument to bind the shackles 
of serfdom on the limbs of a free people; 
to confuse their minds by sophistry, to fill 
their ears with falsehood, to uphold every- 
thing destructive to the public good and 
crush everything that would help the peo. 
ple. Asastriking instance of the colossal 
lies with which the people are misled, we 
point to the vote of the People’s party this 
yearin Kansas. Nine-tenths of the popula- 
tion of this country in consequence of the 
gross misrepresentation believe that the 
People’s party vote in Kansas this year fell 
off greatly from that of last, while the fact 
is that it actually increased about 11% per 
cent. The Republican majority in South 
Dakota was reduced from 10,000 in 1880 
to 2700 this year, while in Nebraska the 
People’s party came within 3000 votes of 
defeating the combined power of both the 
old parties, and elected eleven district 
judges. 

In some judicial districts of Kansas the 
People’s party candidates were defeated, 
but this was only by reason of the unholy 
union of Democrats and Republicans 
againstthem. Thc hereditary enemies of 
half a century,under the inspiration of 
the money power, rushed into each other's 
arms and resolved to forget protection, 
reciprocity, the silver question and every- 
thing if they could only prevent the op- 
pressed people of Kansas from obtaining 
the Government reforms they sought. In 


thisthey conclusively demonstrated that / 


they are the dromios of the pluto- 
cracy, and only the difference of a feather 
distinguishes them one from another. 

The people perceive that there is room in 
this country for only two political parties, 
the party which represents the people and 
the party which represents their plun- 
derers. Before the close of the election of 
1892 we expect to see the two old parties 
marching and hurrahing together in de- 
fense of the iniquities which have covered 
the land with mortgages and driven the 
republic tothe verge of destruction. The 
tender amenities of this courtship between 
the old parties will be followed by the hot 
embrace of conjugal love, but the union 
will be barren of posterity, for it will mean 
the subjugation of liberty and domination 
of mammon, 
that the republic shall perish these infiu- 
ences canpotendure or prevail.

SCHWATKA’S TRIP. 


He Tells of His Trip Into the Interior of 
Alaska. 

Des Mornes, Nov. 20.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Lieut. Frederick Schwat- 
ka, the Alaska explorer, has returned 
from his recent trip into the interior of 
that country and is spending a few days 
with his friends in Des Moines. His 
party left Juneau, Alaska, June 25. | 
They preceeded up the Yukon River 
sixty miles, consuming two weeks of 
time on account of sickness. Thence 
they went across the country eighty 
miles toa lake which the natives told 


| them was nearly 100 miles long by 


15 in width and was named by the 
party “Oh Klain’” (Big Lake.) They 
then descended the Newberry River for 
140 miles, game being plentiful in this 
region. 

From Ft, Selkirk they went south- 
west 225 miles to what was supposed 
to be a region in which copper 
abounded, but none was found. Sev- 
eral weeks were spent in exploring 
Copper River, described by the Lieuten- 
ant as one of the most turbulent 
streams he had ever seen in his travels. 
After ascending mountain peaks in the 
interior and taking a number of obser- 
vations of peaks never before seen by 
white men, the descent of Copper River 
was made in canvas boats for nearly 
100 miles, 

The Lieutenant is more than pleased 
with his discoveries and thinks them of 
great geographical value. After visit- 
ing lowa a short time he will go to New 
York city. 


THE MINING CONGRESS. 


Another Day Devoted to Speeches 
for Free Coinage. 


A Resolution to That End Adopted by an 
Overwhelming Vote Amid Scenes 
of Great Enthusiasm— 
Final Adjournment. 


By Telegraph to The Times, 

Denver (Colo.,) Nov. 20.—[By the As-. 
sociated Press,] At the Mining Con- 
gress this morning R. C. Powers of Ar- 
izona, an avowed advocate of free coin- 
age, occupied an hour in discussing the 
use of silver from the earliest days of 
the world’s history to the present time. 

Senator Stewart arose and annoucned 
that he did not own a share of Comstock 
stock, thus refuting an old-allegation. 

Martin Maginnis of Montana de- 
nounced Campbell in a scathing man- 
ner for his cowardice in not advocating 
the platform upon which he was nomi- 
nated. 

ngregsman. G; A. Ca of Nevada 
child in Nevada was united in favor of 
free and unlimited coinage. Cassidy 
advocated forcing the political parties 
to make that question the dominant is- 
sue in the next campaign. 

The Committee on Resolutions agreed 
upon areport, declaring that certifi- 
cates of the Government, backed dollar 
for dollar by gold or silver, silver coin 
on deposit in the Treasury of the 


United States are a safe and 
sound currency, and have _ been 
approved by the _ people. , The 
First National Mining Congress 


is unalterably in favor of the principles 
of bimetallism; that gold and silver, 
not one to the exclusion of the other, 
are the money metals of ‘the Constitu- 
tion; that gold and silver should have 
by law equal rights, uses and monetary 
purposes, and to that end it demands of 
the Congress of the United States the 
enactment of laws by which silver shall 
be coined free in all mints equally with 
gold and to have with it full and unre- 
stricted monetary power, and that 
they may be in the ratioof 16 to 1. 

The following was also presented: . 

Resolved, that the alien land act, so far 
as it operates to exclude foreign capital 
from investment in mining lands in the ter- 
ritories, is false in priuciple and pernicious 
in effect and we demand its immediate re- 
peal. 

In the afternoon T. C. Howell of Cal-

WISH HIS VOTE. 


English Politicians Coddling 
the Farmer. 


Tories and Liberals Suddenly Solicit- 
ous for His Welfare. 


Why England Must Make a Big Dis- 
play at the World’s Fair. 


The Visit of De Giers to Paris for the Pur- 
pose of Concluding a Franco- 
Russian Alliance — Other 
News from Abroad.

The Liberal leaders have decided to in- 
corporate in the platform approved at 
the Newcastle conference an English 
tenants’ rights bill. This decision is 
one of the most important steps the 
chiefs of the party have ever taken. 
The question of ameliorating the posi- 
tion.of British farmers has long been 
recognized as ripening toward Liberal 
legislation. This resolution is hastened 
by the movement of the Conservatives 
in the same direction since the great 
Liberal victory in South Melton. The 
history of the Conservative party pre- 
sents nochange more surprising than 
that which has occurred on the English 
land question under dread of what 
would happen to landlords’ interests 
through an uprising of laborers and 
farmers under the Liberal banner. 

The tenor of opinions of leading Con- 
servatives at the Carlton Club on Wed- 
nesday was that the laborers must have 
powers to acquire small plots of land 
cheaply, and through a simple method, 
and that the state must also assist the 
farmers to Ltecome owners after a cer- 
tain number of years without paying 
more thanthe customary rents. This 
has been communicated to Lord Salis- 
bury, with an additional appeal from the 
party agents to the effect thatif English 
land legislation precede everything 
else at the next session and a measure 
be presented acceptable to the agricul- 
tural interests, triumph instead of dis- 
aster will be the result of the govern- 
ment’s appeal to the country. 

THE IMMIGRATION CONFERENCE. 

The British government will send a 
delegation to the international confer- 
ence on immigration which opens in 
Paris on Wednesday next. Maj, 
Brackett, special ‘foreign agent of the 
United States, will attend. Secretary 
Foster’s instructions to Maj. Brackett 
state in substance that the Government 
and people of the United States are not 
adverse to the immigration of meritor- 
ious, self-supporting persons, but public 
opinion and the laws of e country are, 
crystallizing definitely in opposition to 
further immigration of persons belong- 
ing to helpless, defective or criminal 
classes. He suggests that some method 
of effective inspection of immigrants is 
_desirable and that any proper measure 
will receivé the hearty coéperation of 
the United States. 

The English trade councils have taken 
up a definite position on the necessity 
of regulating the immigration of aliens. 
The committee also favors a bill on the 
lines of the United States labor-con- 
tract law. 

_ ENGLAND AND THE FAIR. 

The Attorney-General, in opening the 

session of the Society of Arts, appealed 


to be fully represented at the Chicago 
fair. He referred to the efforts of the 
United States to divert trade from 
South America and other countries to 
American centers. The ease of access 
to Chicago from China and Japan would 
bring to the fair more traders from 
those countries than ever visited Euro- 
pean exhibitions. Both British trade

Baron 
Lucerna, president of Da Fonseca’s 
cabinet, has scent a dispatch to the 
Junta offering on the part of the dicta- 
tor to recognize any local government 
that the people of Rio Grande do Sul may 
prefer, on the sole condition that peace 
and tranquility be first restored. To 
this offer the Junta replied that its 
forces would only disarm when Da Fon- 
seca shall have resigned and the na- 
tional ‘Congress shall have again as- 
sembled.

The People’s party has captured the 
Farmers’, Alliance, and the Farmers’ 
Alliance has split in two. This means 
that there will now be two factions of 
the Alliance, each of which will devote 


its principal energies to ‘‘downing’’. 


the other. We shall have in this coun- 
try something of the same Kilkenny cat 
fi ghting that the Parnell and McCarthy 
factions have been giving Ireland, The 
real meaning of the Alliance split is 
that the practical members of the or- 
ganization have cut loose from. the im- 
practicables. The latter will join with 
the agitators and curbstone reformers 
of all grades and complexions, and the 
third party will rush forward on its 
mission of tearing up the earth and 
making itself ridiculous. 

The sub-treasury scheme and the gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads and 
telegraph lines are measures which the 
good sense of the country cannot and 
will not accept at the present time. 
_Theyinvolve a practical overturning of 
our entiresystem of government, mak- 
ing it paternal rather than protective— 
making its citizens wards, rather than 
sovereigns. This, in a certain sense, 
would be a.turn of the wheels backward. 
It should not be supposed that a pa- 
ternal government is the most condu- 
cive to human liberty and independence. 
In fact, it is just the contrary. Under 


the guise of patronage, it restricts the 


privileges of citizens and makes them 
dependent; it makes the government 
stronger and more centralized, less 
representative. It means that instead 
of the people controlling the adminis- 
tration, the administration shall con- 
trol the people. Russiais an example 
of a paternal government. Does 
anybody suppose that the great middle 
classes of the United States are going 
to countenanse any movement which 


would start us toward the road that 


Russia is traveling? Yet such is the di- 
rection in which the communistic 
schemes of the People’s party point. 
We shall simply have to let the 
heathens rage. In a couple of years 
they will wear themselves Out, and then 
we shall have some other crazy schemes 
brought to the surface and some new 
third, or fourth, or fifth party move- 
ment. Aslong as the proportion of 
cranks in the country remains so large 
and so aggressive we may expect to 
have these excrescences on our politics. 
Meanwhile, whatever there may be in 
the shape of legitimate, reasonable re- 
form—whatever in the way of real bet- 
terments to our system—will make 
headway, and as soon as they impress 
themselves on the conservative common 
sense of the country they will be 
adopted. Our economic systems are far 
from perfect. Some of these will have 
to be corrected and improved outside of 
Government control; some may prop- 


erly receive the attention of the laws. | 


But in dealing with fundamental princi- 
ples the country must necessarily move 
slowly and cautiously. . 

The branch of the Farmers’ Alliance 
which repudiates all rattle-brained, 
communistic schemes, and advocates 
instead practicable reforms to improve 
the condition of farming and other in- 
dustries, will receive a respectful hear- 
ing from the country. If it can-propose 
measures ina feasible, concrete form 
they will not have to wait long to find 
their way into the platform of one or the 
other ofthe old parties, and then they 
will come before the great body of vot- 


ers of the United States for approval or 


disapproval. 

* We reiterate our opinion that the 
third party scheme is not going to cuta 
very important figure in the next Presi- 
dential campaign.

Tue following words, uttered by Lord 
Salisbury, the English Premier, at the 
recent Guildhall banquet, are very sig- 
nificant as showing the general tenden- 
cies of the times as to the question of 
tariff: 


It is industrial competition which in 
these days occupies the attention of its 
chancelleries and its diplomacies. The great 
subjects of consideration are those treaties 
of commerce expiring next year. The 
great questicn is, what tariff will the va- 
rious nations adoptin respect to each other? 
I think I can hold out to England, as re- 
gards material welfare, the most promis- 
ing anticipations, as far as present pros- 

ects go. Respecting the industrial war- 
fare, which has for its weapons protective 
legislation and for its prizes the markets 
of the various countries, I am afraid we 
must be content to occupy for a time a pe- 
culiar and isolated position. The course of 
protection does not sink, it rises. Recent 
elections in America showed a slight reac- 
tion, butit has spent itsforce. The only 
free trade colony is Sydney, and that, I am 
afraid, has no longer an unspotted robe. 
Before very long, I think, we will have the 
advantage of being the Athanasius contra 
mundum of free trade, but no doubt acom- 

reial community like England will not 
fditer in its attachment to free trade.

WILD DOGS, 

A Pack of Hounds Which Has Gone Back 
to Savagery. 
GoopLaNnD (Kan,,) Noy, 18.—[Corre- 
spondence.| For sometime there have 
reached here reports of a strange band 
of animals which was depredating on 
the farmers in the northwest part of 


this county, It was supposed that 
it was a new kind of wolf, but 


as the animals were very’ wild 
and were oanly seen long 
intervals no description could be 


had of them. It has developed, 
however, that instead of being wolves 
it is a pack of wild hounds. They have 
evidently at some -time been left by 
man and have returned to a savage 
state. A man named Withers, who had

band of wild animals surrounded his 
place and raised such a noise that he 
shot and killed one of them. The 
rest of the band ran off and he brought 
the dead animal into camp to save 
its skin. He was much surprised 
next morning to find that he had a 
dead dog instead of a dead wolf. The 
dog was evidentiy a full-blooded 
fox hound. Withers thought that this 
might give a clue to the strange 
noises produced by -the animals and 
concluded to stay and investigate.

He scared them off and noticed the di- 
rection they took, and next morning 
followed their trail. He traced them 
toa rocky hill and there found that the 
animals made their home. He counted 
sixteen dogs which were hiding in the 
holesin the clefts in the rocks. and 
thinks they have evidently sprung from 
dogs that have been deserted by their 
master. 


Thinning Fruit. 
{Irrigationist.} 

A Missouri farmer says that he 
thinned the fruit on his trees at the rate 
of twelve trees in ten hours. They 
were large enough to yield an average 
of six bushels -to the tree. He. figures 
in this way: ‘Ifhe-had athousand trees 
it would cost him $85 tohave them 
thinned, with labor at $1 per day, or 
$170 at $2 per day. Hehas but few 
culls among his apples, and the selected 
— will easily bring him 10 cents per 
bushel more than the fruit from_trees 
which were not thinned out, which at 
six bushels tothe tree would increase 
his sales by 2600. 

Again he claims still another advan- 
tage. 
that exhausts the tree 'so much as the 
formation of the seed, and by reducing 
the number of seeds grown by picking 
off one-half or two-thirds of the frnit 
that sets, he relieves the tree so that it 


can form fruit buds in the fall for the. 


next year’scrop. Im ten years he has 
not hada failure of the trees to bear 
every year, excepting when they were 
overloaded and he neglected the thin- 
ning. Thenall the strength was used 


up in growing fruit or rather seed, and 
| there were no blossom buds formed.

Secretary Proctor’s Annual Re- 


port to the President. 


What is Being Accomplished for the 
Nation’s Defense. 


Desertiong Decreasing—Condition of 
thé Army Improving. 


Work of Pablishing the Rebellion Records 
—Condition of the National Guard 
~The Home for Disabled 
Volunteer Soldiers.

WasHINGTON, Nov. 20.—[By the 

sociated Press.] In his annual report 

to the President the Secretary of War 


states that during the present adminis- | 


tration sites for fortifications have 
been secured and work begun at New 
York, Boston, San Francisco, Hatapton 
Roads and Washington. The guu fac- 
tory at Watervliet has been completed 
and is now being enlarged. Provision 
has been made for the manufacture by 
the Government of ninety-eight modern 
breech-loading rifies, and 100 more 
have been ‘contracted for with private 
manufacturers. A supply of submarine 
mines and seventy-three 12-inch mor- 
tars are also under construction. 

In regard to enlistments many im- 
provements have been made. Rations 
have been increased, and the soldieis 
may purchase discharges after one 
year’s service. The enlistment of In- 
dians has been successful. A number 
of smaller posts have been abandoned 
andthetroops concentrated in larger 
ones. Desertions from the army for the 
year ending September 80 were less 
than for any year in the history of the 
army. 

On the subject of rebellion records, 
the report says: 

It will require in all 105 books Of the 
present average size to complete the first 
series which covers all war operations 
proper. In the nine years previous to Jul 
1, 1889, thirty-six books had been printed. 
Since that time thirty-one have been com- 
pleted and distributed, twenty-one of these 
since September: 1, 1890, when the in- 
creased appropriation became available. 
Eight more have been put in type and are 
being indexed. The volumes issued. during 
the past year cover the Mine Run campaign 
of the Army of the Potomac, the operations 


onthe South Atlantic coast in 1863, the }. 


Chickamauga campaign, including the bat- 
tles of Missionary R.dge, Lookout Moun- 


tain, and the siege of Knoxville, together. 


with the campaignsin the Wilderness and 
the Shenondoah Valley, the movements of 
all the armies to May 1, 1864, and those in 
West Virginia, Maryland and Pennsylvania 
down to August 3, 1864. | 

The narrative relating to the Trans-Mis- 
sissippi region has been carried to June 30, 
1864, and that relating to the operations 
of the South Atlantic Coast to November 
30, ofthe same year. The volumes, five in 
all, relating tothe important operations of 
the Atlanta campaign are now in press and 
will be printed and distributed before Jan- 
uary 1. The present rate of progress will 
carry the work tothe end of 1864 during 
the current fiscal year, and complete this 
series, embracing the entire official record 
of the campaigns of the war, during the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1893. 

The second series, which will number 
twenty books, for whicha large amount of 
valuable matter has already been collected 
and prepared for compilation, and upon 
which the work of publication will be com- 
menced as soon as the first series is com- 
pleted, will contain the correspondence, or- 
ders. reportsand returns, Union and Con- 
federate, relating to prisoners of war, and 
(so far as military authorities are con- 
cerned) to State’ and 
The second series will be followed by the 


third and fourth (numbering in all eight 
volumes), which will contain the reports, 
‘orders and correspondence in regard to the 


raising of troops, etc., but not relating di- 


‘rectly to the military operaiions. 


Since September 1, 1890, 231,000 books 
have been received from the printer, and 
170,212 have been addressed and dis- 
tributed; 1,100,000 address labels have 
been printed; 5984 books have been sold; 
‘16 books have been indexed; 240,000 cards 
have been used inthe preparation of the 
indexes; 105,206 folios of reports and cor- 
respondence have been copied, compared 
with the originals, and converted into 
printer’s copy; 5650 galleys and 14,119 
pages of proof have been received and re- 
vis '

what the States do in return for the appro- 
priation, but what they ought to do. It 
would be better to help those who help 
themselves. If the appropriation, or even 
one-half of it, was distributed upon the 
basis of the effective force of the National 
Guard maintained by the several States, it 


would better accomplish its purpose of en~ 


couraging that organization. 

By the detail of officers and troops,to the 
various annual encampments throughout 
the country, the War Department has ren- 
dered the National Guard of the several 
States such assistance as was in its power. 
The association of this force, necessarily 
the main dependence of the country in any 
great war, with the regular army is of 
great advantage to both organizations. In 
this and every other way possible the Fed- 
eral Government should coéperate with the 
States in the maintenance and education of 
the National Guard. 


On the soldiers’ homes the report 
says: 

The management of the Natidnal Homes 
for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers is vested by 


law (sec. 4825, R.S., ameuded by 26 Stats., | 


1117) in a board of fourteen managers, 
eleven ot whom are elected from time to 
time, as vacancies occur, by Congress. The 
Secretary of War is ex-officio one of the re- 
maining members. By the act of March 3, 
18387, (24 Stats., 539.) the statement of 
the expenses of this beard of managers 
is reported directiy to Congress in 
their annual report, and their ac- 
counts are audited by the proper 
accountin officers of the treasury, 
under such rules and regulations as may be 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Treas. 
ury. By an act of Congress, approved 
October 2, 1888, (25 Stats., 543,) it is made 
the duty of the- managers to furnish annu- 
ally, to the Secretary of War, detailed es- 
timates for the suppport of the homes, and 
for the Secretary to include such esti- 
mates in the estimates for the War 
Department. This duty of the Sec- 
retary must be regarded simply as a 


‘ ministerial one, devolved upon him by rea- 


son of convenience, as the law gives him 
no revisory power in regard to the esti- 
mates, nor supervision of the expenditures 
even to the extent of examining the ac- 
counts. 

The numerous communications received 
by the War Department from neariy all 
parts of the country in relation to matters 
pertaining to the National Homes indicate 
a quite general belief that the War Depart- 
ment is invested with some supervision or 
control over their management.

Lively Session of the Board Yes- 
terday Morning. 


A Breezy Discussion Over the Street 
Sprinkling Bids. 


Capt. Cross and Mr. Childress Almost 
Come Together. 


The Acceptance of the Cross Bid Finally 
Recommended—A Large Amount 
of Street Work Ordered— 
The Report. 


The session of the Board of Public 
Works yesterday morning was decid- 
edly interesting, and at times the de- 
bate was what might be termed ‘‘quite 
personal.’’ It was understood that the 
first business to come up would be the 
award of the street sprinkling contract, 
and when the Board met, not only was 
every member present, but the entire 
Council, the several contractors and 
their attorneys, and a number of: inter- 
ested spectators, were in attendance. 

_ The following bids had been presented 
in the Council Monday ‘and referred to 
the Board: 

Harry Nichols, two or more years, carts 
as at present in use, $2.95 per day per cart. 
For Studebaker or Miller carts, $3.15 per 
day, or 25 cents per mile for each sprink- 
ler... 

C. W. Shafer, districts 1, 2 and 3 at $3.05 
per day; district 4 at $2.85 per mile. 

A.H. Sanborn, Studebaker sprinklers, dis- 
trict 2 or 3. $3.45 perday; forthree years, 
$3.20 per cart.

C. Fuller, all districts, Studebaker or

The bidders were then given “an op- 
portunity to explain their bids, which 
they did in turn, and ina few minutes 
the debate waxed fast and furious. 
Capt. .ohn Cross appeared on behalf 
of A. P. Cross. and was proceeding with 
his argument when he was called to or- 
der by Attorney Gibbon, who appeared 
. for A. D. Childress, whose bid was pre- 
sented in the name of LeGrand Betts.. 
Mr. Gibbon objected to Capt. Cross 
speaking unless he 4ppeared as attorney 
for the bidder, A. P, Cross. Capt. Cross 
replied that he was a kinsman of A. P. 
Cross and appeared in his interest. He 
furthermore intimated that he did not. 
proposed to be bulldozed, and inthe 
course of his remarks stated that young 
Croés.had been’ threatened. with suite 
and injunctions in case he was awarded 
the contract, and that pressure had 
been brought to bear to force him to 
withdraw his bid. Capt. Cross pro- 
ceeded at some length without saying 
anything directly personal, but finally 
brought out the name of Mr. Childress 
in connection withthe attempt to sup- 
press his bid. 

Mr. Childress, who had been an inter- 
ested listener, at once sprang to his 


feet and ordered Capt. Cross to stop] 


forthwith. 

The Captain paused, and for a few 
seconds it looked as though there would 
be a personal encounter, when Chair- 
man McGarry calledout: ‘Gentlemen, 
you cannot indulge in personalties and 
fight in this room; if you want to do 
anything of that kind you must go out 
into the hall.’’ 

This remark seemed to bring the gen- 
tlemen totheir senses, and matters at 
once settled down and the consideration 
of the bids was proceeded with. 

Capt. Cross then proceeded to argue 
that his bid was the cheapest, and that 
his man should be awarded the con- 

Attorney Gibbon, on behalf of the 
Betts bid, insisted that his man was the 

_ cheapest, as he offeredto sprinkle the 
entire city for $32,000 per annum, 
irrespective of the number of miles of 
streets, whereas the Cross bid was on a 
basis of ninety miles, with an additional 
charge for all over that number. Mr. 
Gibbon made quite an argument, and 
gave a number of calculations in sup- 
port of his statement. | 

Contractor Donegan spoke in his own 
behalf, and incidentally ‘‘jumped all 
over’’ Mr. Childress, saying that his 
outtit was inferior, and that he could 
not perform the service if he got the 
contract. Mr. Donegan had the street 
sprinkling contract before Childress, 
and sold his outfit to his successor. 

The debate then took a very wide 
range, and continued until noon, when 
it was decided to recommend by a vote 
of 2 to 1 the acceptance of the Cross 
bid. Councilman McGarry favored the 
Childress-Betts bid, which, he said, in 
his opinion was the cheapest, and will 
probably present a minority report to 
the Council, when the whole matter 
will probably be fought over again. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Board met again at 2 o’clock, 
when regular business was taken up, 
and at 4:30 o’clock the following re- 
port was finally adopted for submission 
to the Council Monday: 3 

In the matter of bids for sprinkling 
streets, referred to this Board, we rec-

In the matter of grading, graveling 
and curbing Sixth street, between 
Wolfskill avenue and Alameda street, 
under specifications No. 5, recommended 
that the bid of J. T. Davis at $1.20 per 
lineal foot be accepted.

Longheed and others, that the Council 
order Union avenue graded, graveled 
and curbed from Sixteenth to Hoover 
streets, and also to order a six-foot side- 
walk onthe east side, all to be done 
under the bond act, recommended that 
the City Engineer present estimates on 
the work, and also the necessary ordi- 
nance of intention.

San Diego had an elec- 
tric road some years ago, and citizens 
retain vivid memories of their being 
compelled to get out and push the cars 
up hill, and experience other annoy- 
ances of urban travel by the methods 
fast becoming obsolete.. That road was 
a failure, and as some prejudice exists 
in that city against the electric system, 
E. S. Babcock invited the members of 
the Board of Delegates, the aldermen 
and the city officials to take atrip to Los 
Angeles to see some cars propelled by 
electricity in a manner’ which 
admits of little criticism, and be con- 
vinced of the great improvements 
which have been made in a few years. 
Besides Mr. Babcock the party consisted 
of Delegates E. C. Thorpe, G. H. Crip- 
pen, C. W. Pauley, A. G. Nason, J. W. 
Burns, Fred Baker, W. J. Prout, J. F. 
Escher and W. W. Wetzell; Aldermen

Sill; K. J. Ware, City Clerk; V. D. 
Rood; member of. Board of Public 
Works; S. W.. Belding, secretary of 
that board; T. M. Shaw, City Engineer;

In 
walking over the velvety surface the 
foot sinksdown a few inches without 
encountering the. water, which is at 
least two feet below the surface... Near 
the shore, ina few places, the water 
comes tothe top. The buried pond is a 
wonderful curiosity.
